Claims 1-5, 9, 10, 12, and 15 are cancelled in response to the restriction 
requirement with traverse filed on 09 May 2009. 

REASON'S FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 6-8, 11, 13, and 14 are allowed 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 6, 1 1 , 
13, and 14 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Hamaguchi et al. (US 7,014,374) and Stern et al. (US 2002/0165801). However 
Claims 6,11,13, and 1 4 are allowed for the reason's pointed out by the applicant's 
remarks filed on 21 November 2008. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach a "inquiry 
signal receiving means for receiving an inquiry signal transmitted from said 
information management apparatus in response to said output request for 
inquiring said portable terminal of an output apparatus for an output destination; 
and image data transmission means for transmitting identification information 
tagged to said output apparatus for identifying this particular output apparatus

and image data photographed with said photographing means to said information 
management apparatus, when an inquiry signal is received by said inquiry signal 
receiving means".
